SAN FBANCÎSCO, Sept 30.—The attack 
on Rev. Geo. J. Gibson by Attorney 
Deuprey in his opening statemsnt, has 
made several people who testified at 
the preliminary examination feel very 
anxious least they, too, should have the 
finger of suspicion pointed at them. 
One of these persons is Elmer Wolfe, 
who testified that he saw Uurrant and 
Minnie Williams together after the 
Christian Badeavor meeting at Dr. 
Vogel's house. Not that he has any 
reason to fear insinuations from the de- 
fense, but because he wanted to be 
ready for Durrant's lawyer's in case 
they in any way tried to involve him in 
the murder of Blanche Lamont. A 
few days ago Wolfe received an intima- 
tion that he might be drawn into the 
case at present being tried ia Judge 
Murphy's court. This was a surprise 
to him. 
He rather expected being 
brought into the Williams case, but 
until the hint was given him, was un- 
aware that he might figure in the La- 
mont case. 
He did not, however, stop 
to puzzle over the whys and where- 
fores, but set right to work to establish 
an alibi. This was easily done, but the 
jroung man was not satisfied. He kept 
on reviewing the monch of April until 
he knew just where he was and what 
he did on the night Minnie Williams 
met her fate in the library of Emanu- 
el's church. 


Then he went to the people he had 
been with on that night and secured 
them as witnesses in case an attempt 
should be made to prove his alibi false. 
Fortified with a record of his actions 
on the 3d and on the 12th of April, 
Wolf is prepared to offset any attack or 
insinuation the defense may spring. 


The next important witness wbo will 
give his testimony in the Durrant case 
is Charley T. Lenahan, who will swear 
that on the afternoon of April 13th he 
entered the store of Adolph Oppen- 
heim and offered to sell a small dia- 
mond ring. The defense accepts as 
true the statement made by Oppen- 
heim that on April 13th a young man 
entered his establishment and offered 
for sale a ring. Attorney Deuprey 
made such an acknowledgment in his 
opening address to the jury. There 
the oonseetibn of the défendant ends. 
He then.daims that it was Lenahan 
and not Durrant who made the offer. 


The prosecution, as a matter of 
course, is forced to meet the proposi- 
tion of the defense that Lenahan 
called on Oppenheim, although the 
contention is denied. 
While Oppen- 
heim declares that Durrant entered the 
store and walked up to him at the 
counter, Lenahan claims that Oppen- 
heim was at the door of his store when 
he accosted him. 
Lenahan eays he 
carried an umbrella that day, but did 
not take it into Oppenheim's store. 
He says he left it with his friend, 
Harry Mahoney, who waited outside. 
Young Mahoney does not recollect 
whether Lenahan went into Oppen- 
heim's place or not. 
It is the purpose 
of the prosecution to attack Lenahan 
vigorously on the stand. 
He has vis- 
ited pawn shops quite frequently and, 
as the records of the police depart- 
ment show, has not always been careful 
to pawn his own property. 


Attorney Deuprey and 
Detective 
Morse have been busy at Cooper college 
and have summoned several students 
who are reasonably positive that they 
saw Durrant at the the college between 
1 and 2 o'clock in the afternoon of 
April 3. As far as it goes their testi- 
mony will not be in conflict with the 
case presented against the accused 
student. The prosecution has made 
no effort to trace the movements of 
Durrant during the afternoon until 
after 2 o'clock, when Mrs. Mary Vogel 
swears that she saw him in front of the 
Normal school on Powell street. The 
defense has been unable to find any 
student who saw Durrant at the 
college after 1:30 o'clock. If he was in 
the library he was there from 2 o'clock 
until after 3:30 o'clock. 


Gilbert F. Graham has been sum- 
moned as a witness both by the prose- 
cution and defense. For the prosecu- 
tion he will sirear that Durrant several 
days after his arrest asked him for his 
note book which he wished to keep for 
several days to compare with his own. 
For the defense Graham will testify 
that he saw Durrant at the college on 
April 3 about 1 o'clock. Durrant insists 
now that it was Graham who offered to 
lend his notes instead of being asked 
to give them. 
Graham denies this 
statement, and declares that it is abso- 
lutely without proof.

RhFORM SCHOOL 
VICTIMS. 
Two Boys Crushed to Death 
by a 
Train at Pittsburg. 


PiTTSBTjBG, Pa , Sept. 30.—Two boys, 
eighteen or nineteen years of age, and 
who, it is supposed, were runaways 
from the Indiana reform school, were 
ground to death under a Pennsylvania 
railroad freight train in the Deery 
yards. Shortly after daylight a railroad 
employe stumbled upon their mangled 
bodies. The sight sickened the discov- 
erer. One of the unfortunates was lying 
on the rails under a car of a freight 
train on a sidetrack, his body being 
mangled in an almost unrecognizable 
manner. Beside the body, just without 
the rails, was that of a boy who 
was still breathing. The wheels had 
passed over his legs, but he had man- 
aged to crawl outside of their reach, 
where ho had fallen unconscious. He 
died during the day. Both the victims 
were fairly well dressed. The only 
thing found that would tend to lead to 
identification was a card ia the coat 
pocket of the dead boy. On it was 
written "Richard Abraham, Indiana 
reform school," upon which is based 
the theory that the pair had escaped 
from that institution. They had evi- 
dently been hiding under the train, 
which was started suddenly and caught 
them before they could get out.

ALBANY, Ore., S<?pt. 30—Particulars 
of the tragedy in which Mrs. Lottie 
Hiatt was shot and fatally injured at 
her home, near Scio, a small town in 
Lynn county, have just been received, 
and altogether they furnish a very 
strange story of a woman's wondrous 
jealousy. 


Mrs. John Hannah, forty-five years 
of age and the mother oS a family, 
donned masculine garb and false whis- 
kers and last Thursday night entered 
the house of Mrs. Lottie Hiatt and 
shot her twice. Her motive was jeal- 
ousy. Mrs. Hiatt, she believed, had 
estranged the affections of her hus- 
band. 


The Hiatt family, together with Mrs. 
Elizabeth Holman, Mrs. Lottie Hiatt's 
mother, lives about a quarter of a mile 
north of Jordan's Store, a little settle- 
ment eight miles from Scio, and on 
Thursday evening last at dusk their 
home was approached by a man wbo 
demanded admittance. 
This being 
accorded him, he entered, and drawing 
a pistol, told the inmates to throw up 
their hands and say where they kept 
their money. 


Mrs. Holman, aged eighty-two, re. 
sented the intrusion and promptly 
seized a billet of wood and gave the in- 
truder a sharp rap in the face with it, 
being instantly knocked down for her 
temerity. Having quieted the aged 
woman, the man turned upon Mrs. 
Hiatt with his six shooter and began 
firing. One shot went wild, and the 
second and third struck the unfortun- 
ate woman in the head and she sank 
dying to the fioor. The robber to make 
sure of his work, bent over the pros- 
trate woman and shook her violently 
to ascertain whether she was dead or 
not. This act was witnessed at the 
time by Mrs. Holman, who had just re- 
gained consciousncss. 


The robber fled and Mrs. Holman 
made haste to Jordan's store for help. 
Several men who were at the store 
hastened to the house and did all in 
their power to assist the 
stricken 
women. They found on the floor a hat, 
a false mustache and a pair of eye- 
glasses. Some one present recognized 
the hat as the property of young 
Hannah and this announcement caused 
a searching for the young man, who 
was not found until early morning. 
When charged with the deed and con- 
fronted with the hat he denied the 
killing, but admitted that the hat was 
his property, declaring further that 
his mother had borrowed it the even- 
ing before, but for what purpose he did 
not know, and remarked incidentally 
that she had not returned home until 
1 o'clock in the morning. 


The searchers immediately brought 
out Mrs. John Hannah, tho 
boy's 
mother, and, under menacing inquiries, 
she at last broke down and confessed 
that she had purloined a suit of her 
husband's clothes and her son's hat, 
donning them and doing the work. 
The robbsry was only a blind in the 
case and the deeper impulses of pas- 
sionate jealousy was the real motive of 
the crime, as it has been long known 
in the county side there, that Mrs. 
Hannah was jealous of her husband 
and Mrs. Hiatt. The would-be mur- 
deress was turned over to the oflScers 
and now languishes in jail, while her 
victim at this time, although still liv- 
ing, is beyond hope of recovery.

He spoke in elo- 
quent words of this event in the life of 
the Savior and the divine plan of re- 
demption, and in closing said a few 
words of farewell to his congregation. 
For thirteen years, he said, he had 
labored in Fort Wayne to do what he 
could for Christ. He had tried at all 
times to do his best, to work up to the 
full measure of his ability, and if he had 
failed in any particular he asked God's 
forgiveness, and that also of the people 
whom he had labored so hard to serve, 
He°spoke in high terms of the pastor 
who was to take his place and hoped 
that the congregation would give him 
a willing and united support in the 
work which he came to do. 


After the services hundred« of the 
congregation went to the front of the 
church to bid him good bye and the part- 
ing between people and pastor was an 
affecting one. and similar to the 
scenes of the morning and afternoon, 
for the services at the church on both 
these occasions were in the nature of a 
farewell, the one in the afternoon being 
designed especially for the railroad 
men of the city and it was largely at- 
tended. 


On Friday evening, at the church, 
an informal farewell had been given 
the pastor by the members of his con- 
gregation and his many friends and on 
this occasion they had presented him 
with a purse of |I50 and a diamond 
scarf pin, the presentation speech being 
made by Mr. P. A. Randall. The 
money gift came from the iriends of 
Dr. Northrop among the business men 
as a testimonial of the good work that 
he bed done for the city during his 
ministry here. 
The ladies of the 
church gave Mrs. Northrup a hand- 
some diamond pin. 


Rev. Northrop and family left at 1 
o'clock this afternoon for Cincinnati, 
where he enters this week upon his 
duties as the pastor of the Wesley ave 
nue Baptist church of that city. His- 
pastorate in Fort Wayne has been an 
eminently successful one. 
He is a fine 
pulpit orator and combines with this 
talent social qualities which made him 
popular with all classes and as a result 
he preached to the largest congrega- 
tions in the city, the large auditorium 
often being incapable of holding the 
crowds which came to hear him. His 
work in this city and his farewell to 
his congregation here are so nicely told 
in the souvenir, giving pictures of the 
church in this city, the one he aisumes 
charge of in Cincinnati, and Rev. 
Northrop at work in his study, which 
he distributed at the meetings yester- 
day, that we publish his words in full, 
which are as follows: 


" M Y 
BELOVED: 
Providence now 
paints to the parting of our ways. 
Thirteen years and one month—the 
longest pastorate in the history of this 
church—God has permitted me to sow 
this fruitful field, to prune this vine- 
yard, gathereng in the fruit thereof. 
We halt for a while to look backward, 
our hearts are glad at the very thought 
of what a loving Father has wrought. 
I believe God called me to this field 
and that Heaven's book has spelled 
out an eventful history to this Zion. 


"Marked changes have taken place 
during my ministry. Of the two hun- 
dred and thirty members when I came 
here only about fifty remain to carry 
on the work; the rest have gone away 
or entered upon their everlasting in- 
heritance with the saints 
Oi the 
seven deacons now on the board only 
one was here when I began my pastor- 
ate. During the second year we beau- 
tified our auditorium, built a pipe 
organ, enlarged our lecture room at an 
expense of some $6.000, and in the year 
1889 we enlarged our auditorium at a 
cost of nearly flO.OOO. During my pas- 
torate over 160,000 have been raised 
for the current, benevolent and en- 
larging expanses of the church. Two 
missions have been established—the 
South Wayne mission, with its Beaver 
chapel, named in honor of its donor, 
and the Northside mission, both pros- 
perous Sunday schoD^s. Best of all the 
incoming pastor will not be embar- 
rassed with any debts upon a $50,000 
property. 
But my greatest comfort 
will be, not the material progress or 
the hundreds of thousands that have 
thronged our sanctury during these 
busy years, but the thought of the 
precious eouls that have come out of 
the night of sin into the everlasting 
day of righteousness. 


"And now if I have been able to 
help any of you to realize a living 
Christ, I shall go away to my new field 
with a happy heart. Forget me if you 
will, only remember Him and cling to 


hira. I have cot failed to preach 
Bible Christianity; I have held up to 
your life no other gospel but tbe gospel 
of Christ. I call Heaven to witness 
this. May your eyes be made pure to 
behold Him ever «vith you, a present 
conifortcr in sorrow, and a present 
conqueror in death. Hera we part; in 
Heaven we ohall find each other agnin. 
When the shadows of another day 
hare fallen around your homes, my 
work among you will have ceased; but 
before I close my eyes to sleep tor>.ight, 
I shall carry you ail the way to the 
great white throne. With gratitude 
for myriad kindnPEses to myself, Mrs. 
Northrop and daughter Laura, with an 
appreciation ol your sympathy in the 
death of our mothers (one lying on the 
hillside of a Michigan town, and the 
other in your own Lindenwood) with 
an affection that responds to all the 
love you have shown, I bid you good 
bye, or better God be with you." 


Rev. Northrop leaves the city with a 
large circle of friends, who will wish 
him abundant success ia his new field 
of labor and thit he will succeed no 
one doubts. He is un untiring worker 
a popular pulpit orrtor and knows how 
to hold the immense audiences which 
his methods attract to the Sunday 
church services. 
Few pastors have 
been more successful in their pastoral 
work than Dr. Northrop and his legion 
of friends will be intereaSed in his con- 
tinued success in Cincinnati.

FROST LAST NIGHT. 


The Sunny South Enveloped in 
a Cold Wave. 


Tender Tegetation Was wilted by the 
Cbllllns Breath of Jach Frost, 
but Cotton Escapes. 


MIDDLBSBOBO, Ky., Sept. 30.—There 
was a heavy frost this morning. 
Late 
corn and tobacco are ruined. The 
financial loss is very heavy. 
Farmers 
from Bean's Fork report ice a quarter 
of an inch thick. 
Vegetation is en- 
tirely destroyed. 


STERLING, Kan., Sept. 30.—There was 
a heavy frost here last night and ice 
formed to a thickness of an eighth of 
an inch. This will injure the broom 
corn brush yet to be pulled, 


MSMPBIS, Tenn., Sept. 30.—Frost was 
found in low lying localities this morn- 
ing at various points in west Tennessee, 
northern Mississippi and eastern Ar- 
kansas. Tender vegetation was wilted, 
but no serious damage was done to the 
Irish potato crop and cotton was not 
injured to any considerable extent on 
the uplands. A dispatch from Duncan, 
Miss., however, reports a heavy frost in 
that part of the delta which may cut 
the top crop short by causing immature 
balls to open. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 30.—A special 
to the Times-Star from Lexington, Ky., 
says: "There was a killing frost all 
over central Kentucky last night. To- 
bacco in the field and much of it on 
the scafibld was damaged. Sorghum 
and other green vegetation was killed. 
Corn was not injured. 


OTTUMWA, Iowa, Sept. 
30.—Heavy 
frost occurred all along the line of the 
Burlington road in southern Iowa tbii 
morning. It will, however, damage 
nothing but tomatoes and the like. 


MAESHALLTOWN, Iowa, Sept. 30.—This 
section was visited by the first material 
frost of the season this morning. The 
market garden stuff was nipped, but 
the damage is nominal, as the crop is 
nearly all matured. 


LOUISTILLI, Ky., Sept. 30—There 
was a killing frost last night which did 
dreat damage to tobacco and other veg- 
etation in various parts of the state. 
At Versailes, Ky., ice three quarters of 
an inch thick formed. The minimum 
temperature here last night was 40° 
and there was a light frost.

A Legal Contest Involving a $56,000,« 
000 Property. 


SAN 
FBANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 30.—W. 


H. Hart will soon go east to prosecute 
the claims of a client whose case bids 
fair to become as celebrated as has the 
contest over Blythe's millions. Mr. 
Hart has been retained by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth H, Dale, of Mountain View, to 
support her claim to one-seventh of a 
vast estate in Philadelphia, which is 
said to be worth $56,000,000. Mrs. 
Dale has waited over four score years 
for her millions and the announcement 
that the passage of time will soon 
make it possible for her to put in her 
claim to the estates of her ancestors 
comes rather too late for her to fully 
enjoy her fortune. She is a descendant 
of Edward Findlay, who lived in Phila- 
delphia in the early days of the nation. 
He owned thirty-foar acres of land 
upon what was then the outskirts of a 
little village, and as was not unusual in 
those days of longevity, he granted a 
lease on it for ninety-nine years.

tion. Five patitjnta are now in the 
county jail taking ir.3atmcnt. The ex- 
panse of the treatment is paid from a 
fund raised among temperance citizens 
and business men.

Loots Pastkoti, the eminent 
bacteriologist, died at Paris on Satur- 
day evening, after an illness which had 
lasted for some months. Prof. Pasteur' 
name will be illustrious on the roll 
of French scientists, but even more 
illustrious on that of universal benef ac 
tors. He will have his place with the 
discoverer of the circulation of the 
blood, and with the inventor of vacci- 
nation, among the scientists whose 
work has prolonged the life or lessened 
the sufferings of the human race. The 
most successful of his many essays to 
ward prevention of disease by inocula 
tion was that which related to hydro 
phobia. His success in this may be 
said to have been complete. His ex 
periments in anti choleraic vaccination 
though not productive of thoroughly 
satisfactory results, are germs, as it 
were, of future disooveries. 


Qovjbbvok Cot^bebsov, of Texas, has 
done the right thing in calUng an fx 
traordinary session of the legislature

GENERAL MILES, who will now assume 
command of the army, is the ideal sol- 
dier. His education for the place was 
not at West Point, but in the field. 
He represents the spirit of the volun- 
teer, ag well as the soldierly pride of 
the regular, and he has for many years 
had a strong hold on the imagination 
and affection ot the common people. 
He is as human as was Grant, as much 
the soldier in address and personal ap- 
pearance as was Thomas, as determined 
in his way as was Sherman or Sheridan, 
and is as much a man of affairs as any 
officer in the army. In his speeches 
and writings there is never a false note. 
He is intensely but broadly American, 
and his utterances have always been so 
wisely patriotic that he has exercised a 
most wholesome influence on young 
people. Like his predecessors in com- 
mand, General Miles is a man of the 
highest character, is a soldier and a 
gentleman, and richly deserves the 
honor that has come to him. 


The observations of 
ex President 
Harrison, in regard to municipal ír,V7 
and government, while not brand new 
or strikingly original, are eminently 
sensible and correct. "The idea that a 
mayor or a chief of police is at liberty 
to permit any law oj ordinance to be 
violated," says Mr. Harrison, "is mon- 
strous." 
There seems no doubt of the 
soundness of Mr. Harrison's position. 
The mayor and the chief of police shall 
take thè law as they find it and enforce 
it as it is. They are not at liberty to 
partially enforce it—to enforce it, say 
in front, but not at the back or sides 
Neither are they at liberty to enforce 
it intermittently and in a malarial and 
chill fever manner, expressing their 
willingness and ability to enforce it 
one day and their unwillingness and 
inability to enforce it on another day. 
The remarks of the ex president on 
this question are timely, and they call 
attention to an evil which is becoming 
dangerously prevalent. 


There are over two thousand persons 
in the city who own and have been 
riding bicycles during the last summer 
and yet the records at the office of the 
city comptroller show that less than 
eight hundred of them complied with 
the law requiring them to pay the tax 
of |1 a year for the privilege of using 
the streets of the city. It is unjust to 
the eight hundred bicycle owners who 
paid their tax that the other twelve 
hundred should have been allowed to 
go without paying, and there is no good 
reason why the officers should allow 
this condition of añairs to exist. 
The 
money raised from the collection of 
this tax is used to keep the streets of 
the city in repair and all cla^sp-s of 
vehicle owners should be compelled to 
pay it as long as the law is in force. 
The Sentisel undmtands that some of 
the bicyclists refuse to pay the tax be- 
cause they contend that the law is un- 
constitutional or defective in some re- 
spects and that its collection cannot be 
enforced in the courts. 
It is the duty 
of the officers to test this ques'àon at 
once. It is not right to accept the tex 
of |1 from a large number of our bicy- 
clists while a still larger number are 
allowed to go without paying anything 
at all. If the city officers accept the 
tax from those who voluntarily step in 
and pay it, they should compel pay- 
ment from those who do not do so. 
This is the only right courge to pursue 
and the officials deserve censure if they 
do not thus enforce the bicycle tax 
law.

It is a very ungracious role some 
writers and some private individuals 
undertake to play in this life—that of 
tearing to pieces and picking flaws- in 
the people and the objects that the world 
in general most admires.

For years all lovers of English litera- 
ture have been admiring George Eliot. 
She has put before us wonderful thought, 
clothed in exquisite language. The per- 
sonality of the woman was not in her 
work at all, and iu consequence that 
work was of the highest order. 


But now comes Mrs. E. Lynn Linton, 
whose mission it apparently is to find 
only fault with everything and every- 
body in this universe, and tells us that 
the great George Eliot was "unwashed, 
unkempt and nnbrushed;" that she 
dressed badly and held her arms and 
hands kangaroo fashion. This is prob- 
ably not true. Probably Mrs. E. Lynn 
Linton's flaw picking spirit has become 
so exaggerated that molehills are moun- 
tains to her inflamed imagination. That 
is the invariable effect that years of 
flaw picking have on the flaw picker. 


But even if it were in a measure true, 
why rake up the corpse of George Eliot 
from its tomb? George Eliot left a glo- 
rious record of genius and conscientious 
work behind her, that is enough. People 
who are always looking for faults be- 
come in time themselves exaggerated 
specimens of the very faults they find 
in others. This is the mental law, and 
there is no escape from it. Look for the 
good, and you will always find it.

Many complaints have been made 
from time to time about the high charges 
levied on travelers using the Pullman 
car service, and several times there 
have been threats of introducing legis- 
lation to regulate such charges under 
national law governing railroads, plac- 
ing jurisdiction under control of the 
interstate commerce commission.

There 
are cars named after the cooks of Queen 
Victoria (Fraucatelli) and of Emperor 
William of Germany, the president of 
France and noted chefs of mention in 
the literature of cookery.—Philadelphia 
Press.

BBMAKKABLE RISK CF A BAILKOAD MAN. 


Just before the establishment of the 
interstate commerce 
commission Al- 
dace F. Walker, receiver of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe, was a lawyer 
in Rutland. Vt, ia receipt of an ordioary 
income. Through the icflaence of Sena- 
tor Edmunds he was made one of the 
original interstate commissionera at a 
salary of $7,500. 
While serving in this 
capacity he was made chairman of the 
old presidents' agreement, known as 
the "gentlemen'fa" agreement, 
at a 
1525,000 salary. 
Some time after that 
fell through he was appointed chair- 
man of the joint committee of the 
Central TraflBc and Trunk Line asso- 
ciations, for which he received $20,000 
a year. 
Later, while traveling in Eu- 
rope, he was appointed, wholly, with- 
out his knowledge, one of the receivers 
of the Santa Fe road, which position he 
now holds. 


ÏLECTBIC LIGHTS OK TRAINS. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
is now negotiating for the introduction 
of new electric storage batteries for 
lighting purposes on its Chicago limited 
train. 
While the railroad company 
has not adopted this system, it is un- 
derstood that it will give it a fair trial, 
and if it is iound better than the one 
now in U3e it will be put on all the 
limited trains. 
The introduction of 
electricity on all through trains of the 
Pennsylvania railroad 
company 
has 
been considered for some time, and the 
item of expense has been the only 
drawback. 
If the new storage batter- 
ies can ba had at a price which will 
produce light at a cost not too much 
greater than that of gas it is more than 
likely that the cars will be lighted in 
the future by electricity. 
Some of the 
railroads in the west are changing their 
headlights from oil to electricity, and 
if the latter illuminant can be had in 
such a way as to make it serviceable it 
is thought that all loads will soon use 
it exclusive of all other systems o' 
lighting. 
Other railroad corporations 
are also negotiating for the use of these 
batteries.

She belongs 
to the convent on Mount Athos and is 
called the Holy Prophet Ilja (Ehas) 
She Is brig-rigged and sails under the 
Turkish flag, but a Greek cross is car- 
ried on both mastheads, aud she differs 
from the ordinary Turkish ships by her 
scrupulous cleanness. The captain is a 
Jeromonach, a monk ranking higher 
than a friar, and all the sailors are 
monks or lay brothers; still, they are 
expert seamen.

IrakliJ (Herculius), has crossed all the 
oceans and zones, sailing around the 
wide world since 1866. The entire crew 
crew speak both Russian and Greek. 
Service on the ship alternates with wor- 
ship In the little church in the fore- 
castle. It is quite a curious sight to be- 
hold these monks in their long frocks 
and sandals climbing up the masts, 
along the yardarms, reefing sails or 
Banging almost over the water on the 
foremost point of the bowsprit. The 
brig brought here a load of bricks from 
Constanttpople, and goes in ballast to 
Marinpol, where she will take a cargo 
of flour, corn, fish and other provisions 
which are- to furnish the supply for the 
convent lor a whole year.

There 
are cars named after the cooks of Queen 
Victoria (Fraucatelli) and of Emperor 
William of Germany, the president of 
France and noted chefs of mention in 
the literature of cookery.—Philadelphia 
Press.
